New Car Plate 
Plans Discussed 


As a means of saving material and 
aiding in the war effort, some prov- 
inces are reported to have adopted a 
permanent car license ‘plate, accord- 
ing to information received by the 
Alberta Motor Agsociation, A similar 
scheme has been adopted in some 
states, 

Another plan which has been de- 
vised in the States is to use a wind- 
shield sticker, which is enclosed in 
glass, as a substitute for the car 
plate, owing to the shortage of steel 
for plate purposes. 

In several states, a strip plan has 
been adopted, Thus, as the license; 
year changes, this is denoted by the 
strip on the plate, 

The Alberta plates secured for the 
1943-44 license year are on hand. Of- 


-ficials say there is ample time to de- 


cide whether provision should be 
made for a strip to be attached to 
the plates so that these may be used 
in subsequent years, For this pur- 
pose, fibre board or a plastic mat- 
erial may be used. *

At a meeting held last week end 
in Edmonton, at which Mr. H,; EB. 
Spencer, chairman of the Wainwright 
Divisional Schood Board was in at- 
tendance, and at which a representa- 
tive gathering of officials of the Al- 
berta Teachers’ Alliance and also of 
the Alberta School Trustees’ Assoc- 
iation was present, the following re- 
port was submitted on behalf of the 
trustee ‘ officials :— 


An unfortunate situation has aris- 
en in the Vegreville School Division, 
resulting ‘in the teachers, delivering 
to the divisional board of trustees an 
ultimatum that they will go on strike 
in Nov. 2nd next, unless the board 
grants increases recommended hy a 
Board of Arbitration held Jast sumi- 
mer, 

The Board of Trustees of Vegre- 
ville School Division and the exec- 
utive-of the Alberta School Trustees’ 
Association, both ‘realizing that a 
strike such as. proposed would be 
most unfortunate and would have 
far-reaching consequences, have been 
making strenuous efforts to avert 
the strike. 

On Thursday last, the - 22nd in- 
stant, F. P. Austin, the chairman of 
the Vegreville board and A, B, Ot- 


tewell, the president of the Alberta |! 


School Trustees’ Association and the 
solicitor for this association proposed 
to the government that a public in- 
quiry should be hefd atthe earliest 
date possible to inquire into the ques- 
tion of teachers’ salaries and the fin- 
ancial problems of education’ in Al- 
berta. The trustees’ representatives 
proposed that the Vegreville strike 
be postponed without prejudice to the 
particular issue involved until this 
inquiry has been held and its find- 
ings published, 

The trustees proposals embodied 
the appointment of a commission of 
inquiry consisting of men of stand- 
ing and ability, presided over by a 
supreme court judge,who woild be 
qualified to weigh properly the merits 
of the province-wide disputes as to 
salaries in which Vegreville is. only 
“one incident, Trustees and teachers 
would be given full opportunity to 
present facts and arguments to the 
commission go that all angles to the 
dispute would be thoroughly aired 
and considered, 

These proposals were laid before 
the teachers’ representatives at the 
end of last week, As an alternative 
proposal the trustees suggested that 
the strike be deferred until after the 
11th of November, the date upon 
which the Trustees’ Provincial Con- 
vention will be opened in Edmonton, 
the facts being that this convention 
is called peveral months earlier than | 
usual and that one of the important 


problems for consideration is the 
{question of teachers’ salaries. 
| A lengthy discussion has taken 


|place between the Trustees and the 
teachers’ representatives, The teach- 
ers have, however, refused to post- 
pone the Vegreville strike in accord- 
ance with either of the trustees’ pro- 
posals.

To Be Extended 


MONCTON, N.B,—Extension of 
consumer rationing will likely follow 
inevitably upon curtailed production 
of civilian supplies to release man- 
power for war purposes, Donald Gor- 
doh, chairman of the prices and trade 
board, declared Thursday before the 
annual meeting of the Maritime 
Board of Trade, : 

Outlining the board’s program of 
production curtailment, Mr, Gordon 
laid down this 10-point “prelimin- 
ary statement of policy”: 

1, Use of huma&n ‘and material re- 
sources for provision of goods and 
services for the civilian popilation 
will be systematically reduced to the 
minimum required for the health, 
efficiency and morale of the nation. 

2. Curtailment’ will -proceed in an 
“orderly and progressive ‘manner, 
having due regard for the speed re- 
quired for the war program,”

consequence of curtailed pro¢uction— 
Cénsumer rationing is essentially a 
plan to ensure equitable distribution 
of available supply rather than any 
attempt to enforce arbitrary de- 
privations.” 

(Mr. Gordon did not indicate when 
the consumer might expect further 
rationing, However, at Halifax Wed- 
nesday, George 8: Mooney of .the 
W.P.T.Bis rationing division said 
the full effect of curtailed production 
“now and in the months to comé will 
not find reflection in the market 
place at ‘Yeast until the Spring” of 
1943 and thereafter,” 

Plans for the curtailment program 
could not be made precisely at this 
time, Mr, Gordon said, because “we 
shall have to adjust our ideas from 
time to time to meet the changing 
conditions of war,” 

But he emphasised it was accepted 
ag inherent in the plan that the man- 
power demands of the arme?} forces 
and war production must be met. 
Civilian economy would be dislocated 
and disrupted, and it was the board’s 
job to make the transition period 
“endurable” and make the necessary 
transfers swiftly and without any 
breakdown in supply and distribution 
of essentials.

As we stood there I caught sight 
of a figure coming up the road, He 
was striding with firm, unhurried 
steps, and his revolver was dangling 
from his hip, It. was Merritt. As he 
reached us he took hig tin hat off 
and wiped the sweat from his fore- 
head. It was a hot, steamy day, 


He asked what the trouble was-~ ; 


and walked back into the middle of 
the street. He kicked aside some 
long strands of telephone wires that 
were hanging from a battered pole, 

“Now, men” he. said, “we're going 
to get across this bridge. Follow me, 
Don’t bunch up together, spread out. 
Here we go!” And he strode forward 
onto the bridge—bareheaded-—hig tin 
hat at his wrist, 

As I watched him lead his men 
through that thundering barrage— 
not just once, but six times he went 
back and forth across that bridge— 
I felt a quiver run up and down my 
spine. I'd never seen anyth‘ng like it 
before in my life—and I'll probably 
never see anything like it again. 
just. shook my head incredulously and 
said: “My God!” 

Later—we were all collected near 
the beach—what was left of the 
South Saskatchewans and the Win- 
nipeg Camerons— several hundred 
men. The enemy knew we were there 
and trained everything they could 
muster onto us—cColonel Merritt 
stood on the pathway directing op- 
erations—still bareheaded—a streak 
of blood across the top of his nose— 
absolutely erect—as mortar shells 
crashed down on the houses around 
us.

The tongues of cattle 
are so formed at the base that bar- 
ley beards and skunk grass readily 
lodge there and often become im- 
bedded in the flesh Gausing an open 
sore. When this happens, the animal 
finds difficulty in eating and is caus- 
ed much discomfort. Furthermore due 
to the pain caused when salt touches 
am open sore, they are not likely to 
take salt and their health will suffer 
further from ‘this deficiency, : 


It is therefore well to observe the 
animals carefully to ascertain if 
they have any difficulty in eating, 
Those with sore tongues will tend to 
raise their heads when swallowing, 
If one is suspected of. having a sore 
in the mouth, grasp it by the nostrils 
with one hand and pull the tongue 
gut far enough to examine the base. 
If it is sore, have an assistant clean 
out the foreign material and apply 
vaseline, Do this twice weekly until 
the sore is healed. When grasping the 
anima! by the nostrils be careful not 
to fill them so that it cannot breathe, 
If their breath ip closed off, they will 
be very difficult to handle, 


FARMERS URGED TO KEEP 
ROYAL FLAX FOR SEED 


Due to the prevalence of rust in 
the flax progyucing areas in Western 
Canada this year, and the urgent 
need of greater production of flax: 
to meet the shortage of oil, the Dom- 
inion and Provincial Departments of 
Agriculture urge that all Roya) flax, 
a rust-resistant variety, be kept out 
of commercial channels and sold as 
seed. 


The Agricultural Supplies Board 
has agreed to assist in the distribu- 
tion of Royal flax weed. from this 
year’s crop and has appointed a com- 
mittee as the agency of the Board 
through which growers may be able 
to obtain assistance in marketing the 
seed and so that purchasers may be 
able ‘to place their orders to get it, 
Farmers are advised .to place their 
orders without delay with the Dom- 
inion Plant Products Division at 
Winnipeg, Saskatoon ‘or Calgary or 
the Provincial Departments of Ag- 
riculture. 


The Agricultural Supplies Board 
through the Committee will purchase 
any surplus seed which cannot be 
distributed locally and will pay up to, 
but not exceeding, $2.75 per bushel, 
clean seed basis, 


Farmers .who have a surplus of 
seed which they are unable to dis- 
pose of locally should advise any of 
the above offices. ,

on a no profit basis are far better 
than those served by concession caf- 
éterias, Agitation by a workers’ com- 
mittee might rectify the situation if 
it’s wrong in your plant.” 

And another thing, for those very 
necessary between meal snacks, the 
best and most telling stimulants are 
milk fruit juices, (and that includes 
tomato juice) or cocoa — no soft 
drinks, It is inconceivable that a gen- 
eral demand for milk Sr fruit juices, 
in place of soft drinks, would be ig- 
nored. ‘ 


Now if your plant isn’t one of the 
ideal ones—and some of them are, 
you know—some plants serve the 
sort of meals mother simply didn't 
know enough to produce; but if yours 
isn’t one of them you'll have to fall 
back on the lunch box, 


Here are some rules’ that will | 


make that lunch box meal a proper 
one, 
1. See that it contains these three 
ingredients — protein, a’ vegetable 


(not potato) or fruit and milk, Veg- 


etables, fruit and milk won't give 
you any trouble. And neither’ will 
protein if you remember that our 
best sources of protein are—meat, 
fish, eggs. cheesé and dried. veget- 
ables (like beans), 


2. A. thermos flask of hot soup or 
cocoa may just hit the spot. This is 
purely a matter of taste. The nec- 
essity of one hot dish has been shown 
in recent experiments to be just an- 
other superstition. But if your war 
worker likes one, It obeys rule two, 
which is palatability, 


3. Arrange for the lunch box meal 
to be ag fresh as, possible, Don't 


make it up the night before, And dg 


wrap everything carefully in wax 
paper to prevent drying. 

Another tip—be sure your sand- 
wich -fillings are moist but not wet, 
Avoid soggy sandwiches on the one 
hand and dry ones on the other. Use 
whole wheat bread,

Banking System; Gave Canada 
First Real Money 


In Wainwright Nearly 
35 Years 


Canada’s oldest banking institu- 
tion — the Bank of Montreal — will 
next Tuesday (Nov. 8rd) observe the 
completion of 125 years of servige to 
the people of Canada. Founded in 
1817, half a century before Confed- 
eration, the bank is today a nation- 
wide institution with branches from 
coast to coast, 

When the Bank of Montreal came 
into being a century and a quarter 


Besides providing a medium of ex- 
change such as had hitherto been 
lacking, the bank nursed along the 
early enterprises of the.country and 


did much to straighten out the dif- 


ficulties of international as well as 
interurban trading. 

In the achievment of this, one of 
the most important factors was the 
creation of the branch banking sys- 
tem, which was a part of thé bank’s 
policy from its inception. It had es- 
tablished itself in modest rented pre- 
mises only two weeks when it opened 
an agency at Quebec city, Eight 
months later, in June of 1818, agents 
were appointed in Upper Canada at

Canada’s First Real Money 

At that time, Canada had no cur- 
| rency of its own, and not only Am- 
erican, British and French, but Span- 
ish and Portugese money was in cir- 
culation, Naturally, the ratios of ex- 
change into colonial money of ac- 
count were subject to frequent var- 
iations, and as a consequence, dum- 
estic trade was carried on principally 
by barter, and international business 
was on a very unstable basis. 

It wag in an endeavor to overcome 
these. chaotic conditions that nine 
Montreal merchants banded them- 
selves together to establish the Bank 
of Montreal. Opening its doors on 
November. 3rd, 1817, the young bank 
immediately set about the business 
of giving some semblance of organ- 
ization to the financial life ‘of the 
country, and its first task was the 
issue of paper currency—that is, the 
bank’s own bills in small denomin- 
ations—-and later, copper coins. 
Specimens. of this cyurrency—which 
was in reality the first Canadian 
money—are preserved in the bank’s 


museum in Montreal,
